On Atomic Attack

“MOSCOW, Jan. 23 (AP)—The 
Communist Party organ Pravda 
warned Turkey, Iran and Japan 
Wednesday that they might 
face attack by atomic and long- 
range guided missiles if war 
should develop as a result of 
their permitting the U.S. to 
equip bases on their territories 
with such weapons. 

The newspaper, 
mentary on “hostile U.S. inten- 
tions,” said that rather than 
the U.S. having a monopoly in 
the field of long-range guided 
missiles “it would be more cp- 
propriate to speak of tne 
lagging behind of the United 
States”, 

Prayda’s military commenta- 
tor cited American press re- 
rts as proof that the United 
States is equipping its “bases” 
in Turkey, Iran, Japan, Okinawa 
and Western Europe with the 
most modern weapons, includ- 
ing atomic warheads and long- 
range guided missiles, 

“The United States, as is well 
known, does not have a mono- 
poly in the field of atomic 
weapons and especially in the 
field of long-range guided mis- 
siles,” said the report. “In the 
latter field it is more appro- 
priate to speak of the lagging 
of the United States.” 

Noting that Iran and Turkey 
have “been caught up” in the 
Baghdad Pact, Pravda said the 
people of those countries must 
recognize that their own, na- 
tional interests are adversely 
affected by the “aggressive in- 
terests of the American im- 
perialists”. | 

“The Soviet people haye the 


friendliest feelings toward their 


neighbors, the Turks, Iranians 
and Japanese,” Pravda added, 
“but one should not forget that 
if American imperialists succeed 
in plans to unleash war then 
military activities will develop 
according to the laws of war. 

“Blows delivered by one or 
another of these weapons of 
war will be answered by blows 
delivered by the same weapons. 
One must hope, therefore, that 
the governments of the Middle

Japan, Free 
World Closer 
After Tariff 
Cuts: Ike |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said ‘Wednes- 
day his foreign trade policy, in- 
cluding substantial tariff cuts, 
have brought Japan “economi- 
cally closer to the rest of the 
Free World.” 

He said in his annual eco- 
nomic report to Congress that 
in addition to the negotiations 
with Japan and 16 nations in 
1955, America had slashed 
tariffs last year on about one 
billion dollars in U.S, trade 
with 21 countries. 

Eisenhower called on’ Con- 
gress for “positive measures” 
to help foreign countries share 
more in the mounting growth 
and prosperity of the. Free 
World. 

He said “important op. 
portunities remain” to assist 
even more in “the remarkable 
strengthening of international! 
trade and finance” which oc- 
curred during his first  four- 
year term. 

Setting forth his view in a 
200-page document, the Presi- 
dent forecast continuing pros 
perity in the months ahead for 
the world’s democracies provid- 
ing the international outlook 
does not upset the picture, 

For the second straight year 
he called upon Congress to au- 
thorize membership in the Or- 
ganization for Trade Coopera- 
tion (OTC). But the President 
did not ask for any new tariff 
cutting authority. 

Eisenhower said the OTC 
“is required” to make the 35- 
nation General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) “an 
even more effective instrument 
for removing discrimination 
against our exports.” 

Congress failed to act on the 
Administration request for ap- 
proval of the OTC last year. Op- 
position is still strong, parti- 
cularly from “protectionist” 
Congressmen of both parties. 

The President said the “es- 
cape clause” and “peril point” 
provisions of the Trade Agree- 
ments Act “continue to serve as 
safeguards for domestic indus- 
try in a manner broadly con- 


idistent with trade 


tion.” | 

Some Congressmen have con- 
tended that the President has 
not made use of these safety 
provisions to protect the domes- 
tic industry from serious injury 
as the result of tariff cuts. Rep. 
Patterson (R-Conn.) and others 
have introduced legislation 
to require the President to ac- 
cept U.S. Tariff Commission 
findings of serious injury to do- 
mestic producers, 

To help strengthen America’s 
economic ties with other friend- 
ly nations the President speci- 
fically recommended approval 
of these four measures: 

1, The proposed $4,400,000,- 
000 military and economic aid

Bill Against Dumping 
Approved by Commons 


LONDON, Jan. 23 (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—The House of Com- 
mons Tuesday night approved 
the Government’s “anti-<dump- 


ing” bill. 


Sir David Eccles, president of 
the Board of Trade, said the 
bill would give the Board of 
Trade power to place a duty on 
goods dumped in Britain or 
sent here with the artificial aid 
of a subsidy, 

A duty would only be impos- 
ed when it could be shown that 
the goods had been dumped or

Middle East, 
Asia to Get 
Most of Aid 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (INS) 
—Administration sources said 
Wednesday that Asian and Mid- 
dle East allies probably will get 
more military equipment from 
the U.S. this year than will 
NATO countries, 

Asia and the Mid-East will 
also receive the major portion 
of American economic assis- 
tance, these sources added, just 
as they did last year. — 

The trend, which began three 
yedrs ago, will give Europe 
about eight per cent, the Far 
East 58 per cent, and the Mid- 
die Bast 21 per cent of this 
year’s economic aid under the 
Mutual Security Program. 

Military assistance, placed at 
two billion, 450 million dollars 
for the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1—will under Admin- 
istration plans—be broken down 
as follows: 

For Asia, about 955 million 
dollars. 

For the Middle East, approxi- 
mately 492 million, 

For Latin America, some 35 
million. 

For NATO allies, about 750 
million, 

This program, it was empha- 
sized, is the one which will be 
presented to Congress, where 
changes—or cuts—could be vot- 
ed. 


Asia and the Middle East will 
receive, under the Administra- 
tion program, a total slightly 
less than one and one-half bil- 
lion dollars, nearly double what 
the European allies will receive. 

Most of this assistance will be 
for new types of modern wea- 
pons for air defense. | 

Nine nations in Asia and only 
five in the Middle East will 
divide the military aid while 
in Europe it must be spread 
over 12 countries. 

Another trend is expected to 
be emphasized when the Presi- 
dent presents his Mutual Security 
Program to Congress—increased 
emphasis on economic aid. 

Although the Mutual Security 
Program will still emphasize 
military aid—more than 55 per 
cent or $2.45 billion—the econo- 
mic aspects are becoming more 
important. 

These cover such varied types 
of aid as technical assistance, 
where American money is used 
to teach underdeveloped nations 
basic skills.to raise their stan- 
dard of living. 

More than 4,000 American 
technicians would be sent under 
this program to other nations 
while some 6,000 foreign experts 
— be trained, mostly in the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.

from Japan. 

President Eisenhower ‘Tues- 
day made public a letter to the 
Senate Finance and House Ways 
and Means Committees’ deciding 
against a boost. 

The Tariff Commission Oct, 24 
had recommended a major m- 
crease to protect American 
velveteen from strong Japanese 
competition. 

The President’s letter em- 
phasized Japan last week agreed 
voluntarily to curb eotton ex- 
ports to the United States, im 
cluding velveteen, 

“In view of this action by the 
Japan Government, which will 
provide relief for the domestic 
industry, I have decided not to 
take action on the recommenda- 
tions of the Tariff Commission 
in this matter.” 

The Japanese Embassy in 
Washington said the President's 
action was consistent with U.S. 
policy of upholding free trade. 

Minister Shigenobu Shima, 
who consulted with American 
officials for four months on the 
five-year textile control program 
before it was announced by To- 
kye last week, said? “Both 
Japanese Government and indus- 
try will welcome the President's 
decision. 

“Personally I think it is a 
very sensible action for the U.S. 
Government to take.” 

Shima expressed hope “this is 
the first of a series of steps to 
remove existing discrimination 
and also to prevent further dis- 
crimination against Japanese 
textiles entering this‘ country.” 

American textile ‘Industry 
spokesmen reacted without sur- 
prise to the President’s action. 
It had been anticipated rather 
widely that the White House 
would not step up velveteen 
tariffs after Japan had volun- 
tarily placed a lid on their flow 
to this country. ’ 

The’ Japanese agreed to hold 
velveteen exports to 2% million 
square yards in 1957 and 1958, 
followed by annual reviews on 
the levels to be set for the fol- 
lowing three years. «~ | 

The Japanese had “hoped to 
place the level at 3% million 
square yards, compared to §&,- 
600,000 square yards imported 
in 1955. | 

In an escape clause finding 
Oct. 24 the U.S. Tariff Comm:s- 
sion said Japanese ‘velveteens 
sent to this country had jump- 
ed 450 per cent between 1950 
and 1955. 

It said this had caused “ser- 
ious injury” to the U.S. domes- 
tic industry. It recommended 
the President increase tariffs on — 
plain back velveteens from 25 
per cent ad valorem to 46-% per 
cent ad valorem. 

For twill-back velveteens &% 
recommended duties be increas- 
ed to 56-4 per cent ad Valorem,

Strontium-90, one of the most 
dangerously radioactive’ ele- 
ments known to man, has been 
discovered in the bones of Japa- 
nese, a group of scientists an- 
nounced Wednesday.

Yoshio Hiyama of Tokyo Univer- 
sity, said it detected the stron- 
tium-90 in the bones of .three 
corpses last year—those of a 63- 
year-old man, a 43-year-man and 
a 15-month-old infant, 

The amount deposited in the 
bones was “far below the max- 
imum permissible dose,” rang- 
ing from one-ten-thousandth to 
one-one-hundred-thousandth, Hi- 
yama said.

Germany was in third place 
with 798,772 tons, Italy four*h 
with 657,529; the Netherlar ds 
fifth with 599,780, France si>.th 
with 498,889 and Sweden seventh 
with 485,218, The United States 
held eighth place with 294,885 
gross tons under construction 
while Norway was ninth with 
243,140 gross tons. 

Germany, Italy and the 
Netherlands recorded small de- 
creases over the previous quar- 
ter. 

No figures were available for 
Communist China or the Soviet 
Union. 

Lioyd’s reported that Japan 
more than doubled her tonnage 
under construction during the 
past 15 months, 

It said the Japanese industry 
commenced work on building 
2,038,000 gross tons of shipping 
throughout 1956 compared with 
1,035,000 in 1955; launched 
1,735,000 tons compared with 
847,000 in 1955; and completed 
1,538,000 tons compared with 
561,000 in 1955. 

Comparative British figures 
were not.so impressive.

‘T'm Glad I Did It,’ 
Mad Bomber Says 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The mad bomber’s 16-year a 
of terror Was over Tuesday. He 
was locked up in Bellevue Hos- 
pital so psychiatrists can probe 
his dangerously warped mind. 

“I'm glad I did it,” 54-year-old 
George Metesky told newsmen 
as he was brought here in hand- 
cuffs .and under extraordinary 
guard from his Waterbury, 
Conn., home where he was ar- 
vested Monday night. | 

Metesky signed a statement 
after his arrest, saying he was 
the elusive individual who plant- 
ed 32 bombs in public gather- 
ing places in New York since 
1940. Several of them went off 
and 15 persons were injured, 
none seriously. He was quoted 
us saying he didn’t intend to 
kill anyone, 

Even as he was arrested, 
Metesky possessed the explosive 
tools for more forays against 
the world’s greatest city. 

“He could easily pass as 
your next door neighbor,” said 
his court-appointed lawyer, Ben- 
jamin Sechmier. However, the 
lawyer called him a pronounc- 
ed mental case, unable to tell 
right from wrong in the inten- 
sity of his grudge against the 
world—in other words, legally 
insane and not punishable un- 
der the law for his misdeeds, 

Metesky felt he had been 
cheated out of monetary com- 
pensation for an old industrial 
injury, 

In committing Metesky to Bel- 
leyue, Magistrate Reuben Levy 
remarked: 

“The alleged acts are indica- 
tive of a deranged mind.” 

He is a stocky, fray man, a 
self-proclaimed tubercular. 

Metesky was traced through 
records of the Consolidated Edi- 
son Co., the firm against which 
he nursed his ever-mounting 
grievance over long years. Both 
the company and the police 
claimed credit for unearthing 
Metesky’s file from the records.

The Foreign Office and the 
Japan Productivity Center, in 
cooperation with the U.S. Oper- 
ations Mission to Japan, are 
sending three research scien- 
tists to the United States for 
a nine-month course of study in 
the peaceful uses of atomic en- 
ergy. 

The Japanese scientists are 
Nobuhisa Matsutomo, Yoshio 
Takada and Yasumasa Togo. 
They are scheduled to depart 
for San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and Washington, D.C. via Japan 
Air Lines Friday. 


The course of study they will 
pursue is divided into two 
periods of 17 weeks each, Dur- 
ing the first period, training 
will be given by North Carolina 
State College or Pennsylvania 
State University in the broad 
basic science and engineering 
of nuclear energy and its utill- 
zation. During the second 
period, the visiting scientists 
will receive training at the 
School of Nuclear Science and 
Engineering, Argonne National 
Laboratory, in specialized 
courses and advanced labora- 
tory work. A four-week period 
will probably be available for 
visits to Atomic Energy Com- 
mission installations. , 


The study arrangements are 
a joint undertaking of-the Japa- 
nese and United States govern- 
ments in accordance with the 
agreement reached on April 7, 
1955, whereby both govern- 
ments are seeking to improve 
productivity in Japan, 

The Japan Productivity Cen- 
ter is sending a group of lead- 
Ing Japanese labor union offi- 
cilals to the United States to 
study American labor affairs. 

This will be the 37th team to 
go to the U.S. under the terms 
of a Japan-U.S. agreement of 
April 7, 1955 which plans to in- 
crease productivity in Japan 
through the study of American 
methods and experience. 

The 10-man group, designated 
as the “Third Labor Producti- 
vity Study Team” will depart 
via Northwest Airlines for Seat- 
tle and Washington, D.C., Fri- 
day, They are scheduled to 
spend six weeks in the U.S.

Record In flux of T ourists 


Expected Here This Year 


By TOSHIO 


An estimated 115,000 foreign 
tourists spent about $50,000,000 
in Japan last year—an increase 
of about 10 per cent over the 
preceding year, both in the 
number of tourists and their 
spending, the Tourist Industry 
Bureau of the Transportation 
Ministry informed The Japan 
Times. 7 

The bureau confidently pre- 
dicts that 155,000 tourists will 
flock to this country this year, 
with their total spending esti- 
mated at $66,000,000. 

By nationality, Americans 
ranked first, accounting for 51 
per cent of the visitors, follow- 
ed by Chinese (11 per cent) 
and Britons (8 per cent). Most 
of the other visitors came from 
the Philippines, India, France, 
Canada and Thailand. But 
Japan’s increasing popularity 
as a sight-seeing spot is well 
evidenced by the recent rise in 
the number of yisitors from 
Southeast Asia, Latin America 
and Africa. 

According to information 
hitherto available to the bureau, 
nearly 7,000 foreigners making 
up a total ‘of 201 groups have 
already booked for sight-seeing 
trips to Japan during the first 
six months of this year. But 
actual visitors are expected to 
number wel over this figure. 


Moreover, international gath- 
erings, being held increasingly 
in Japan, are also playing a 
major part in bringing foreign 
visitors here. At present, a total 
of 12 such meetings are ex- 
pected this year with about 
5,000 foreigners participating.

Therefore, the Tourist Indus- 
try Bureau is now working out 
a five-year program to improve 
Japan’s tourist facilities.

It was held on the oc 
casion of the gathering in To- 
kyo of the nation’s leading 
prosecutors for a conference.

Japan-Soviet economic and cul- 
tural interchanges increase, 

Nakamura was addressing the 
two-day national conference of 
heads of the higher and district 
public prosecutors offices, which 
opened in Tokyo Wednesday 
morning to discuss mainly secu- 
rity issues arising from restora- 
tion of the Japan-Soviet rela- 
tions, 

As for the extreme leftists in 
Japan, he said that although 
they were “quiet” now, this did 
not mean they had renounced 
the idea of a revolution by force 
and that they were likely to re- 
sort to radical activity whenever 
the opportunity presented it-

The Justice Minister urged 
the leading prosecutors to be 
prepared against any subversive 
activity and to take a firm hand 
in suppressing any act of vio- 
lence.

1956. 

If circulation keeps on drop- 
ping at last year’s rate, Aka- 
hata’s business manager would 
soon be running out of funds. 

His counterparts in Britain 
and Italy have been plagued 
with the same trouble since 
international communism took 
a heavy beating in Hungary.

Plate,” this latest Powell-Press- 
burger film, opening Saturday 
at Togeki, is a vigorous enaet- 
ing of one of the most, sensa- 


_ tional incidents during World 


War fl in a manner as com- 
pletely credible as it is effec- 
tive. The famous German pock- 
et battleship Graf-Spee was 
destroyed in a spectacular self- 
explosion the night of Dec, 17, 
1939.0n the Uruguayan river, 
La Plata, with an entire city as 
witness. The, destruction was 
ordered by the ship’s captain 
Admiral Langsdorff who felt it 
undignified to have his shi 
and men engaged by a superior 
enemy force fore a neutral 
population. 


The facts are atithentically 

documented with a long list of 
acknowledgements to the navies 
of the seyen seas. Yet The 
Battie of the River Plete is no 
documentary or sermi-document- 
ary made powerful by Techni- 
colored Vista Vision, but a 
thoroughly dramatized and 
plotted “piece full of artistic 
eloquence. 
- Its central character is Ad- 
minal Lengsdorff, the historical- 
ly known great German officer 
who commanded the battleship 
Graf-Spee. And it.is the dis- 
tinction of this film that it pic- 
tutes ._Langsdorff, not as an 
enemy or even ordinary Ger- 
man with the conventional 
peculiarities, but just another 
man fighting for his country, 
a splendid man who excited 
admiration from enemy  sol- 
diers who came in contact with 
him as prisoners of war on his 
ship. 

Also it is delightful to find 
that this almost unusual at- 
titude of detachment on the 
part of the film-makers on the

This being the season when 
most newspapers and maga- 
zines are casting retrospective 
glances over the films of 1956, 
we have decided to give our 
readers the possibly dubious 
pleasure of learning our choice 
for the year. The pleasure in 
reading the results of this kind 
of poll is usually mixed in that 
you learn much more about 
the critic than yeu do about the 
films, and also because polis 
of this kind very soon degen- 
erate into a kind of cinematic 
musical-chairs, all effort at ob- 
jectivity usually giving way 
under the strain iong before 
one reaches the final 10th film.

In Japan, where movies are 
generally given more serious at- 
tention than in other countries, 
a number of boards are yearly 
set up to determine the “best” 
filma of the year. Perhaps the 
best of these is that sponsored 
by the magazine, Kinema Jum: 
po, whose awards have a very 
real meaning both within the 
industry and among the public 
as well, NHK also publishes 
its selection as does the Tokyo 
Motion Picture Reporter’s Club 
and many others. 

We have asked our film critica, 
Fourny Saisho and Donald - Ri- 
chie, to give us their choices 
and have then compared them 
with the listings of Kinema 
Jumpo and the Reporter’s Club.

“Since Japan lacks dollars at 
present, the Philippines would 
be deft swithout a big buyer.” 


But the Central Bank of the 
Philippines says it is standing 
firm on its recommendation to 
replace the barter agreement 
with a cash ‘formula. 


Andres V. Castillo, 
govenor’ of the bank, = said: 
“There is no reason for Japan 
to “tite foreign exchange diffi- 
culties. It has one of the most 
stable currencies in the world.” 

Negotiations for a new trade 
treaty are expected to start end 
of January. The temporary bar- 
ter agreement, negotiated dur- 
ing. the SCAP occupation of 
Japan, is due to expire Feb. 28.

Validated export contracts 
for the calendar year 1956 regis- 
tered a postwar high of $2,477,- 
800,000 or a 23.4 per cent gain 
over the previous year, the 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry announced Tues- 
day. 

._Broken down by settlement 
accounts, the dollar area ac- 
counted for $1,171 million, or 
a 47 per cent increase over the 
previous year. Particularly re- 


in exports to the United States, 
Canada, Ryukyu and the three 
Indo-China countries. 

The pound area bought $934,- 
550,000 worth, or an increase 
of 25 per cent. Largely res- 
ponsible for the boost were 
Hongkong, India and Commu- 
nist China. Exports to Com- 
munist China more than doubl- 
ed to $67,320,000. 

Exports to the open account 
area totaled $372,520,000 or a 
20 per cent decline. The de- 
crease is principally attribut- 
able to abolition of the open 
account system with some of 
the nations concerned. 

A decline was seen in export 
of iron and steel, nonferrous 
metals and raw silk. However, 
big gains were noted in export 
of almost all other items such 
as ships. The number of ships 
c@mtracted for export totaled 
112: valued at $207 million or 
45 times the previous year's 
figure. 

Export contracts validated 
for the last month of calendar 
1956 amounted to $259,900,000 
or a monthly high record in 
postwar years.

The problem is to keep the 
boom going without busting. 
That undue optimism may spell 
trouble is seen by certain ex- 
perts who cite some big “ifs” to 
temper their long-range opti- 
mism with short-range caution 
that the boom is not foolproof. 


What are some of these “ifs”? 

First, the money market. 

The money market is tighten- 
ing and getting busier much 
earlier than expected due most- 
ly to the unseasonal dip in ex- 
cess payments from the Treas- 
ury plus the big cash demands. 
December of last year saw ex- 
cess payments over receipts of 
only ¥87,000 million as against 
¥179,200 million for December, 
1955. Big tax receipts were the 
major cause of this. However, 
the January-March period is ex- 
pected to indicate a record 
Treasury excess withdrawal 
amount of ¥200,000 million. The 
big cash demands went to meet 
fat yearend bonuses and allow- 
ances. And Bank of Japan 
credit extentions instead of 
shrinking increased instead by 
¥68,800 million, 


Bank of Japan note issues 
swelled by ¥158,800 millien in 
December and the note issue 
withdrawal rate in January was 
much smaller than for the same 
period the previous year, in- 
dicating income growth. In 
other words, wages and con- 
sumption are gradually catch- 
ing up with production growth 
and business boom. , 


Banking Experiences 


Second, bank bans. 

Commercial bank loan rise 
has been phenomenal during 
the past year, and the tempo is 
still upabating. Total increase 
in bank credits since June ran 
about four times the same 
period of last year. Rising 
plant and equipment invest- 
ments and corporate tax pay- 
ments were the main causes. 
Tightening of the money mar- 
ket and stiffer interbank com- 
petition for loans and profits are 
financial signs of the day. To 
meet the big exodus in bank 
credits, commercial bank loan 
balance at the Bank of Japan 
is expected to hit ¥200,000 mil- 


lion by the end of March, with

Exports and Imports 


Third, foreign trade, 

Recent trends indicate sharp- 
ly rising import and tapering of 
export-rise: The swelling im- 
port trend is led by purchases 
of industrial raw materials as 
textile materials, metal ores, 
scrap iron and fuel. Inventory 
refilling and production con- 
sumption contributed the basic 
demand pull. Customs, foreign 
exchange and letters of credit 
statistics—all portend big im- 
ports and swelling foreign ex- 
change settlements later. 

The export rising trend dulled 
since about mid-1956 from dip 
in steel exports (more home 
consumption), lull in ship ex- 
ports (full operation and dip in 
export capacity) and overseas 
impoyt restrictions together 
with voluntary export cuts on 
many commodities. 


Suez influences on trade are 
still shrouded in uncertainties 
with the good and bad possibili- 
ities mixed. The probability for 
increased outlet to Southeast 
Asia is counterbalanced by high- 
er import prices which will re- 
bound in higher production 
costs. 


Already, the commodity trade 
deficit for 1956 has run to $68 
million as against the $106 mil- 
lion-surplus for 1955. The over- 
all balance of payments-surplus 
for 1956 dipped markedly to 
$293 million from $494 million 
for 1955. The rise in import 
over 1955 was 34 per cent 
whereas the rise in export was 
only 23 per cent. The rising 
price gap against Japan for met- 
als and nonferrous lines is also. 
significant. 

Finally, the amount covered 
by horne demand in production- 
rise is increasing fast as com- 
pared witk exports. 


These are some of the reasons 
why the fiscal and monetary 
managers have more or less 
toned down their “expansion- 
ist” views.

The company will get the ac- 


tive support of the Japanese 
Government. , 


The firm, the Southern Re 
gion Fishery Development Com- 
pany of Tokyo, is planning the 
establishment of the Persian 
Gulf Fishery Corporation at 
the end of the month on Aba- 
dan Island. It will have an ini- 
tial capital of 30 million rials 
(about ¥150 million), with the 
Iranian Government making 
two-thirds of the investment. 


The plan is based on a request 
made by Iranian authorities to- 
ward the end of. 1953. 


The Japanese company sent a 
chartered trawler, the 560-ton 
Tatsuta Maru, to the Gulf be- 
tween 1954 and 1956 to scout 
the area for fish. It was found

Decision on Velveteens 


The decision of President Eisenhower not to increase 
tar-®s on cotton velveteen fabrics imported from Japan 
is -n line with his avowed policy of liberalizing trade as 
meh as possible and, coming on top of the recent cotton 
textile agreement, should inspire confidence among Japa- 
nese businessmen in the future of the American market. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s letter, in which he made public his 
derision on the velveteen issue, called attention to the 
Japanese program for the control of their cotton exports, 
inc.uding velveteen fabrics, to the United States, and we 
must hope that this program will be carried out in an 
atmosphere of mutual good feeling. s 

Japan has agreed to. hold down velveteen exports to 
2.5 million square yards in 1957 and 1958, after which here 
will he annual reviews on the levels to be set for the next 


three vears.

Can the Cabinet Make Good? 


Outcome Depends on Elections and Resolution of Various Problems 


It is still too early to decide 
that the Ishibashi Cabinet is 
a good one. Whether it is good 
or not depends, of course, upon 
the actual results of its admin- 
istration. As matters stand to- 
day, it is only “negatively” 
good, as it is headed by Prime 


‘Minister Tanzan Ishibashi, a 
person comparatively free from 


defects, One cannot escape the 
impression that a Cabinet with 
certain possibilities was form- 
ed for the first time in regal 
Japan. Then, what are the pas 
sibilities of the Ishibashi Cabi- 
net? 

Difficulties Ishibashi and his 
aides met in forming the Cabi- 
net are an index to show the 
depth of factional strifes within 
the Liberal-Democratic Party. 
If Ishibashi hopes to resolve in- 
tra-party féuds, there is no al- 
ternative but to dissolve the 
House of Representatives and 
gain at least the same number 
of seats as at present after a 
general election. There is little 
possibility of the Liberal-Demo- 
crats being defeated by the 5o- 


_ Ciailists. 


However, if the Liberal-Demo- 


' cratic. Party fails to make a 


creditable showing in the gen- 
eral election, the fate of the 
Ishibashi Cabinet will be seal- 


ed.  Contrarily, if it succeeds 


in gaining about 280 or 290 
seats,  Ishibashi’s hegemony 
will be firmly established in the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. 
Elections Séen 


Ishibashi is in a_ position 
where he can prevent Kishi, 
Ishii, Ohno and other party 
leaders from distributing elec- 
tion funds among their support- 
ers, although it is doubtful 
whether Kishi and Ishii will 
obey Ishibashi’s ban on distrib- 
uting funds collected from 
their own sources to their back- 
ers. Whichever may be the 
ease, the  Liberal-Democratic 
Party will emerge more strong- 
ly united with Ishibashi as its 
head from a general election, 
if his reputation and personal 
charms create favorable condi- 
tions in winning the election. 


Ishibashi thought for a time 
after Cabinet formation that he 
would lose popular election 
planks after the passage of the 
fiscal 1957 budget bill. How- 
ever, the Ishibashi Cabinet can- 
not remain in office, without 
holding a general election, until 
the term of office of the Lower 
House members expires two 
years hence, 

Ishibashi will decide some- 
time before the conclusion of 
the 26th regular Diet session 
that he should resort to a gen- 
eral election to settle intra-party 
affairs. Many political observy- 
ers forecast a Lower House dis- 


solution in fall this year after 
an extraordinary Diet session. 


Tasks Before Cabinet 


The Ishibashi Cabinet can 
grow into a full-fledged Cabinet 
only after the trial of a general 
election. In this sense, it is no 
exaggeration to say that the fu- 
ture course of the political situa- 
tion depends largely on the 
manner in which Ishibashi will 
tide over the Diet scheduled to 
reopen at the end of January. 


The greatest tasks imrhediate- 
ly confronting th. Cabinet are 
the compilation of the fiscal 1957 
budget, selection and prepara- 
tion of important bills to be in- 
troduced in the Diet, and for- 
mulation of foreign policy. 

The three mainstays of the 
Ishibashi Cabinet, namely, Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Hirohide Ishi- 
da, Finance Minister Hayato 
Ikeda, and Libera!-Democratic 
Secretary-General Takeo Miki, 
are cudgeling their brains to 
work out plans to bridge over 
the Diet session. 

In addition to the questions of

Yomiuri Shimbun deplored 
that relations between manage- 
ment and labor were still so, 
unstable that the General Coun- 
cil of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) makes it almost a rule 
to initiate a large-scale labor 
offensive every spring.

Finance Minister Ikeda plans 
to effect a ¥100,000 million tax 
cut, furnish Government funds 
to industry, and utilize private 
funds. We wonder if the 
Finance Minister will succeed 
in compiling a draft budget in- 
corporating all his plans by Jan. 
28 when it is scheduled to be 
presented to the Diet. 


Take for instance the ques- 
tion of full employment, and 
it is clear that fierce verbal 
battles will be fought in the 
Cabinet if Ishibashi takes up 
the question so seriously as to 
demand a considerable alloca- 
tion for the purpose from the 
budget. Further, the expansion 
of trade with Communist China 
is bound to complicate Japan's 
relations with the United States. 


Projects in Mind 

It is conjectured from the fact 
that Ishibashi attached impor- 
tance to the selection of Trans- 
portation Minister that he may 
have in view gigantic construc- 
tion projects commensurate 
with his promise of full em- 
ployment,.. Presumably he plans 
to start large-scale toll road 
construction projects. Even if 
this is what he has in mind, it 
would take time to work out 
the details of the plan, and con- 
sequently it would be impos- 
sible to incorporate the plan in 
the next fiscal year’s budget. 

In view of these circum- 
stances, we may take it for 
granted that the final budget 
plan will in effect be a political 
claptrap featuring a tax cut, 


After all, it is obviously im- 
possible for Prime Minister Ishi- 
bashi' to have a budget plan 
really satisfactory to him draft 
ed for fiscal 1957. 


Another crucial issue of the 
Ishibashi Government is to ad- 
just relations with the U.S. To 
put Japan-U.S. cooperative 
relations on the right track is 
not so easy as Ishibashi says. 
Mutual trust will not be estab 
lished between the two countries 
by just “telling the Americans 
what Japan has got to say.” The 
United States is afraid that its 
Far Eastern policy will be 
undermined from its founda- 
tions if its position in Japan is 
to be easily shaken. The visit 
of the two top US. officials to 
Kishi might be interpreted as 
an attempt on the part of the 
United States to forestall the 
Japanese Government and tell 
them what the United States has 
in mind. 

U.S.Japan Relations 


While the United States is 
worried over the military base 
question in Japan, it is taking 
a firm attitude toward Japan's 
request for relaxing COCOM re- 
strictions on trade with Com- 
munist China. It goes without 
saying that the United States 
would not like Japanese leaders 
openly and lightheartedly to 
discuss the question of linking 


Japan-Soviet trede with the con- 
struction projects in Siberia. 
It is absolutely necessary for 
Japan to hold frank and straight- 
forward talks with U.S. leaders 
before the Government start ne- 
gotiations with the Soviets for a 
peace treaty. 

Kishi as Foreign Minister 
poses a serious problem to the 
Ishibashi Cabinet, even if he is 
disposed to support Ishibashi as 
his aide. 

Success or failure of the pro- 
posed “positive” economic poli- 

depends largely upon expan- 
ion in export, which in its turn 
is related to Japan’s relations 
with the United States, Fur 
ther, in view of the fact that 
Ishibashi defeated Kishi in the 
party presidential election only 
with a slim margin of votes, 
Kishi has a strong voice in de- 
termining the qourse and charac- 
ter of the Isuibashi Cabinet. 

Kishi’s Position 


If the Foreign Minister does 
not keep in pace with the 
Prime Minister in formulating 
and following policies, and if 
the two fail to discuss impor- 
tant issues frankly in good faith, 
the new Cabinet will immediate- 
ly run into a blind alley. It 
does not necessarily follow that 
once the Cabinet is deadlocked, 
Kishi will be in a position to 
assume leadership. This situa- 
tion puts Kishi in an extremely 
difficult position, 


The public is holding expecta- 
tions to Ishibashi, who moved 
into the political limelight after 
Hatoyama had lost popularity. 
If it is an exaggeration to say 
that ‘he is gaining popularity, 
the general public is at least 
anxicus to see what he can do. 
If Kishi should act in such a 
way as to circumvent Ishibashi, 
the public will not tolerate such 
moves. When it comes to such 
matters, the public will pass a 
fair and constructive judgment 
on politicians, 

Furthermore, if Kishi does 
not cooperate with Ishibashi 
and his aides wholeheartedly 
they will decide that they can 
no longer accept him as a Cabi- 
net member and use this as an 
excuse to dissolve the Lower 


House early. Early dissolution 
will put the Kishi group at an 
extreme disadvantage, 


But if Kishi cooperates with 
Ishibashi, will that mean a 
greater chafiee for his becom- 
ing the next party president? 
It is rumored that Ikeda is al- 
ready planning to succeed Ishi- 
bashi or ‘is looking for some 
figurehead whom he can use to 
assume actual leadership. 


Proposal for Unity 


Ishibashi and Kishi are both 
experts on economic affairs. 
If the Prime Minister is given 
a chance to display his ability 
as an economic expert, Kishi’s 
reputation and prestige as a 
politician will naturally suffer 
from Ishibashi’s successes, 


Some _ Liberal - Democratic 
leaders, including Ikeda and 
Miki, propose as a first step to 
dissolve factional groups and 
that all the factions centering 
arouhd individual leaders, ex- 
cepting the two main groups, 
one composed of former mem- 
bers of the defunct Liberal 
Party and the other consisting 
of members hailing frqm the 
dissolved Progressive Party, 
should be disregarded. This 
proposal may be taken as an 
attempt to earmark the “out- 
sider” Kishi, who belonged to 
neither of the two major par- 
ties, and make him a stranger 
among the other party mem- 
bers. 


These conditions in and out- 
side of the party put him in an 
awkward = predicament, Miki, 
Ikeda, Ishii and Shigeru Hori, 
who are verséd in party poli- 
tics, are aware of the need to 
give an impression to the pub- 
lic that the party has been 
reborn and is not its old self. 
All these leaders are in all 
probability determined to dis- 
solve the Lower House. The 
only question is the time they 
choose to take action.

Meeting of Arab Leaders

LONDON—The meeting in 
Cairo between the leaders of 
Egypt, Syria, Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan has produced at least 
two important decisions that 
will have a bearing on future 
developments in the Middie 
East. 


To begin with King Saud, 
President Nasser, and the 
Syrian Prime Minister have 
agreed to pay Jordan annually 
the sum of 12,500,000 Egyptian 
pounds, It is contended that 
this sum shall replace the 
annual subsidy of roughly the 
same amount that Britain has 
paid to Jordan up to now as 
part of the Anglo-Jordanian 
defense treaty. It is reported 
that Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
will pay 5,000,000 each toward 
the annual sum and “Syria, 
2,500,000. 


Following this Cairo agree- 
ment, the Jordan Prime Minis- 
ter is reported to have said 
that his country will now seek 
a meeting with Britain as soon 
as possible to bring to an end 
Jordan’s present treaty with 
the British Government. 


Such a move by Jordan, to 
forego the annual British 
subsidy, had been expected in 
London for some time. Last 
summer, when I was visiting 
Amman, King Hussein said to 
me that he was dissatisfied 


with the way in which his. 


country’s treaty with Britain 
was working. In November, at 
a critical stage of the Suez 
crisis, the Jordan Prime Min- 
ister announced that he wanted 
the agreement abrogated, for 
the reasons he gave again on 
Saturday, that his country did 
not want a subsidy from any 
foreign, that is non-Arab source. 


The feeling in London now 
seems to be that if Jordan 
wishes to cancel the British 
subsidy and accept Arab aid, 
the British will not oppose 
this. For many years, the 
Treasury .in London Nad sus- 
tained the economy of Jordan 
and made the continued exist- 
ence of the country possible. 
Any lightening of this burden 
would now be welcomed, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that 
Jordan has now no _ special 
political or strategic signifi- 
eance.

# MERRY- GO-ROUND

WASHINGTON—tThe _ public 
doesn't realize it, but the latest 
American disarmament propos- 
als were sent to the United Na- 
tions only after heated back- 
stage bickering in Washington. 
The friction was chiefly between 
John Foster Dulles and Ike's 
disarmament - adviser, Harold 
Stassen. 

It partly involved the vitally 
important problem of trying to 
entice the Russians out of Hun- 
gary, Poland and other satellite 
countries, 

The Stassen-Dulles jockeying 
mateh has reached the point 
where the two men, to put it 
mildly, are not fond of each 
other. 

Trouble between them reach- 
ed a climax in mid-December 
following receipt of the last 
Bulganin note to Eisenhower on 
disarmament. Stassen believed 
it offered genuine opportunities. 
He called a “backgrounder”—a 
semi-off-the-record conference in 
which newspapermen are given 
the view of high officials with 
no right to quote the views of 
those officials. Here he told 
newsmen the Bulganin note for 
the first time accepted, in part, 
the Eisenhower “open skies” 
proposal and offered optimistic 
possibilities for a genuine dis- 
armament understanding. 

Newspapers next day blossom- 
ed forth with page one head- 
lines. It’ looked as if the United 
States and Russia were moving 
toward disarmament and peace. 
This was in mid-December. 

Next day in Paris, Secretary 
Dulles, reading the heddlines, 
held a “backgrounder” of his 
own. He called in pet mem- 
bers of the press and threw 
down Stassen’s optimism—again 
not. for quotation. 

Secretary of the - 
Humphrey was with Dulles in 
Paris. Prompted by Dulles, he 
too got into the “spank Stas- 
sen” act. Privately he com- 
plained to the White House, on 
his return, that Stassen was in- 
terfering with Dulles’s conduct 
of foreign affairs. 


Would Russia Leave Hungary? 

Essential difference between 
Stassen and. Dulles was that 
Stassen wanted to explore the 
possibility of Russia’s with- 
drawing from the satellite coun- 
tries. He read into the Bulga- 
nin note a possible Kremlin 
move for a graceful way out of 
the Hungarian mess. 

If the Soviet leaders could sign 
a disarmament agreement 
whereby the United States pull- 
ed out of its NATO bases in 
Europe, Stassen figured the Rus- 


Ssians might jump at the chance. 


to save face and get out of Hun- 


- gary, Poland and the other 

satellites. 
Some State De t. ad- 

visers agreed with Stassen. 


They. wanted to probe the situa- 
tion further. But Dulles did not. 
He got his way. A curt note 
was sent Bulganin that future 
disarmament proposals should 
be conducted ‘hrough the 
United Nations. 

Accordingly, the next Amer 
fean proposal was put before 
the U.N. last week. Ironically, 
it contains many of Stassen’s 


ideas, though it didn’t give 


Moscow any opening for a 
graceful withdrawal from the 
satellites. 


Ironically, also, it goes a long 
way toward adopting the Adlai 
Stevenson proposal for  ban- 
ning H-bomb tests which Ike 
had blasted so vigorously and 
vociferously during the election 
campaign that it made the vot- 
ing public believe Stevenson 
was incompetent to handle 
these problems. 

Note—Stassen works harder, 
gives more thought to disarma- 
ment than anyone else in the 
Administration. He is also the 
most boycotted. Dulles shuns 
him as much as possible. Nix- 
on, still resentful over last 
summer's opposition, is cold. 
Eisenhower still stands up for 
Stassen. But the tragedy is 
that the problem of peace, so 
precious to the American peo- 
ple, is caught in a bitter clash 
of personalities. Shortly be 
fore Christmas, for instance, 
Stassen pleaded with Lisen- 
hower to let him fly to Mos- 
cow for direct negotiations with 
the Russians on the “open 
skies” proposal. Eisenhower 
turned him down, said _ this 
should be handled through the 
U.N. Real reason for his veto, 
however, was John Foster Dul- 
les, who doesn’t like to have 
Stassen taking the lead in dis- 
armament. 


Under the Dome 

House Foreign Affairs Chair- 
man Thomas Gordon (D-lIll.) 
wants to sharply cross-examine 
outgoing - Undersecretary Her- 
bert Hoover, Jr., re the Eisen- 
hower doctrine. Hoover re- 
portediy made the decision to 
rescue Egyptian dictator Nas- 
ser after the Israeli attack 
without getting any promise 
from him about future cooper- 
ation with the U.S.A. ... Sad 
eyed Sen. Olin Johnston (D. 
S.C.) has declared privately 
that he’ll vote against the Mid- 
dle East plan even if he ends 
up a minority of one. He 
doesn’t believe Congress should 
hand President Eisenhower a 
blank check, 


Minister has made it clear that 
his country will not, for in- 
stance, accept Russian military 
aid. And indeed, King Hus- 
sein has said that there is no 
room for communism in Jor 
dan, a materialistic creed con- 
trary to the Islamic faith. 

‘It remains to be seen what 
economic arrangements Jordan 
will make with Britain or other 
nations for the continued sup 
port of the country. And it is 
significant here that the Jor- 
dan Prime Minister has said 
that economic aid is something 
this nation would be quite wil 
ling to accept. — 

And this statement rather 
ties up with the second major 
decision reached by these four 
Middle East leaders in their 
latest conference in Cairo. 
King Saud has beem asked by 
Jordan, Syria and Egypt to 
represent them on his forth- 
coming visit to Washington in 
finding out more details about 
the socalled Eisenhower Doc- 
trine. The Arab leaders in 
Cairo expressed very clearly 
their determination not to be 
drawn in to any Big Power 
sphere of influence. And this 
was almost a warning to Amer- 
ica that Egypt, Jordan, Syria 
and Saudi Arabia did not in- 
tend to sign up with the 
United States in any anti-Rus- 
sian alliance. 

But economic aid without 
strings would clearly be another 
matter. And King Saud has 
been deputed to try and dis- 
cover in Washington just ‘what 
Eisenhower had in mind when 
he suggested a $400,000,000 aid 
plan for the Middle East. 

However, the Saudi Arabian 
monarch will be in America as 
more than just a mouthpiece of 
President Nasser or Syria and 
Jordan, And it is very likély 
that King Saud will take this 
opportunity to convince Presi- 
dent Eisenhower that he does 
not in any way agree with some 
of Colonel Nasser’s violent anti- 
Western sen‘iments. Saudi Ara- 
bia has been hard hit by the 
‘blocking of the Suez Canal, and 
the King is anxious not to have 
further conflicts in the area 
that could cut the oil flows from 
Saudi Arabian wells still fur- 
ther. King Saud also will 
doubtlessly stress in Washing- 
ton that he does not accept 
some of the more striking 
claims to leadership in the Mid- 
dle East that Cairo so frequent- 
ly. puts forward. 

It is significant too that the 
Foreign Minister of the Leba- 
non is in Washington and the 
Crown Prince of Iraq will be 
there shortly. 

Details of the Eisenhower 
Doctrine will be discussed by 
these leaders, but they too, like 
King Saud, are bound to stress 
that there is a pro-Western and 
moderate grouping in the Mid- 
dle East as well as the more 
strident and hostile group that 
President Nasser claims to lead.
